JL/R. Brian Walton, haying in (he long rebel- 
lion lost ail his preferments for his adherence to mo* 
narchy and episcopacy, had for some years spent 
part of his time in collecting and adjusting proper 
materials for a Poh/glott Bible.

Dr. Pocock^ a Man eminent for his Knowledge in 
oriental literature, undertook," at Dr. Walton's re- 
quest, to collate the Arabic Pentateuch, with two 
Copies of Saadias's Translation, the one a Manu- 
script, the other printed in tlie Constantinopolitan 
Bibles, noting the difFerences^of each. And he also 
drew up a Preface concerning the Arabic Versions 
of that Part of the Bible, and the Reason of the va- 
rious Readings in them ; which Preface, together 
with die various Readings themselves, are published 
in the Appendix to the Folyglott Bible« 
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To assist farther in this excellent Woik, Dr. Po- 
cock furnished several important Manuscripts, par. 
ticularly 1st, the Gospels^ in Persian^ which had ne- 
ver before been printed, and which were now pub- 
lished wholly from a copy that was sent in by him, 
being a Manuscript above 300 years old, of a 
Translation made from the Syriac, and therefore 
preferred to Mr. Whelocke's, which was of later 
date, and only a Version from the Greek. 2dly, 
A Sj/riac Manuscript of the whole Old Testament^ 
and two other Manuscripts of the Psalms in the same 
language. 3dly. An JEthiopic Manuscript of the 
PsalteVj which Dr. Walton pronounces to be so 
exactly written, that they made it a rule whereby to 
correct the faults of the two printed copies. 

From a letter written by Walton to Pocock, July 
28, 1652, it appears that the Protector had greatly 
encouraged this undertaking. " The council of 
state (says he) before whom, some having relation 
to them, brought this business, hoping they would 
have borne the Charge out of the Publick, have 
lately given their approbation and recommendation 
of the Work, with hopes of advancing 1000 pounds 
to begin the Work ; which^ if they do, I hope to 
get the rest advanced by private Hands, who will 
take satisfaction in copies." As the council of state 
gave permission to import the paper dutyfree^ it is 
quite reasonable to suppose they made good this 
voluntary subscription. It appears also from Mr. 
Twells's account, in his Life of Pocock^ih^X the grant 
to exempt all the paper from duty, imported for tlu& 



Edition^ was t!ie sole act of Cromwell himself: ted 
there is reason to believe, that he granted the tam€ 
pmil^e to Dr. Castel for his Heptaglott Lexicom 
He was certainly addressed on this subjeet, and in 
the following words: after a Preamble, setting forth 
tlie usefulness of that Lexicon, and in particular iti 
subserviency to the better understanding of the Pofi 
lygiott Bible, the Dr. proceeds, " May it please yout 
H^hness, for the countenance and encouragement 
of your Petitioners, that they may the bettor be ena« 
bled to accomplish the undertaking, aceordkig to 
expectation, to vouchsafe them the like fkvour and 
privilege, that your Highness haith formerly granted 
to the publistiers of that famouB work (vis. the iV* 
hfgloti Bibh) and others, who were printing some 
Commentaries'in relation thereunto, (viz. Bee^s CrU 
iici Sacri\) that your Petitioners may have the im- 
port of five thousand reams of royal Paper, esQciso 
and custom free.^ 

Besides tins favour 6om the Protector, laigQ pri^ 
vate promises, and aubecriptions of money^ wer« 
made early in this year, 1853, towards the Polyglott 
When the Proposals were sent abroad, viz. Mare& 
1, 1652 — 3, fotir thousand pounds are affirmed to 
have been subscribed, which sum was more than 
doubled in about two mondis time : for in a letter 
from Mr. Thomas Greaves, dated the 4th of May 
following, he acqudnts Mr. Pocock, ** that Dr. 
Wahon had assured him, that full nine thousand 
pounds had then been promised, and that much more 
was likely to be added, and that he hoped wi&id 
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three months to begin the printing thereof." But it 
was the latter end of September, if not the begin* 
ning of October, before the impression of the first 
tome, containing the Pentateuch, was entered upon. 
One reason of this delay was, that the Arabic let* 
ters were not ready, and the Hebrew types were, 
mending; some defects having been observed 
therein by Mr. Pocock ; besides which, many of the 
subscribers failed the Editor, neither advancing their 
first payment, nor one fartliing afterwards ; and he 
was too circumspect to begin till fifteen hundred 
pounds were paid in, to defray the charges of the 
first tome, according to the seventh article of the 
Proposals. After which the undertakers proceeded 
cheerfully with the work. — For the order of time in 
which the volumes were printed, see vol. 1. p. 260. 
. . The title of the seventh Volume of the Polyglott, 
prepared by Dr. Samuel Clarke, was, " Septimum 
Bibliorum Polyglotton Volumen, cum Versionibus 
antiquissimis, non Chaldaica tantum, sed Syriacis, 
u£thiopicis, Copticis, Arabicis, Persiciscontextum.'' 
In th^ Advertisement, (inserted, vol. 1 . p. 26 1 ,) Dr. 
Walton mentions a Manual of the oriental Tongues, 
which he intended shortly to publish. This little 
work came out the same year, 1654, and a second 
Edition, considerably improved, in 1655, with the 
following title: ** Introductio ad lectionem Lingua- 
rum^orientalium, Hebraica^ Chaldaica, Samaritana^ 
Syriaca, Arabiae, Persica, jEthiopiae, Armeme^ 
Coptic ; concilium de earum studio de fceliciter institu- 
eodO| et de libris quos in hunc finem sibi comparare 
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debent studiosi. In usum tyronum qui llnguas istas 
addiscere desiderant, praecipue eorum qui sumptus 
ad Biblia Polj/glotta^ (jam sub prelo) imprimenda 
contulerunt. Pi^aemittitur Praefatio, in qua de hisce 
Unguis, et de textuum et versionum, quae in dictis 
Bibliis haibentur antiquitatey authoritatey et usu, brc- 
viter disseritur, quidque in hac Editione prae reliquis 
expectandum sit.

Londini, imprimebat T. Roycroft, 1655, 18mo.— 
This little tract is really well written, and must have 
been very useful at the time it was published. It 
does not contain grammars of the different lan- 
guages mentioned in the title, but only the different 
alphabets^ and directions how to read them. At the 
end of his exposition of the alphabet of each lan- 
guage, is a Specimen^ in the proper character, each 
line of which is included between two others; the 
first of which is a literal Latin version of the orlgi- 
pal ; and the second, the letters of the original ex- 
pressed by Italics. Short as these examples are, 
they are of great utility to a learner. The tract 
contains, besides 9Q pages of Preface, 112 on the 
languages above mentioned, with eight fac similes 
of Samaritan and Hebrew coins^ in pp. 31 — 34. 
This little work is of considerable importance, as the 
harbinger of this inestimable Polyglott. 

Almost as soon as the Polyglott was published, it 
met with strong opposition. Dr. Owen was one of 
its principal opponents. In 1658 he published Cbn- 
siderations on the Polyglott, and thought he had 
discovered in the woric, especially in the Prolega^ 
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fneruL and Appenitx^ or Varia Lectitmes^ principles 
injurious to the Refoimation, and even to Chris- 
tbnity itself. This was soon ably confuted by 
Dr. Walton, in a treatise entitled, " The Co2isidera* 
tor considered ; or a brief View of certain Conside* 
rations upon the Biblia Fob/glotta^ the Prolega* 
mena and Appendix thereof. Wherein tlie certain* 
tyj integrity^ and divine authority of the original 
Texts^ is defended against the Consequences of 
Atheists^ Papists^ Anii-scripturistSf &c. infeiTcd 
from the various Readings^ and Novelty of the He-, 
brew Points, by the author of the said Considera-^ 
iions ; the Biblia Polyghtta^ and Translations 
therein exhibited, with the valgus Readings^ Pro-' 
legomena, and Appendix, vindicated from his Asper^ 
^WTz^and Calumnies. By .Brian Walton, DD.'* 
London, Roycroft^ 1659, 18mo. voy scarce. It 
contains 293 pages. The Polyglott can scarcely be 
considered as complete without this tract, the Intro-' 
ductio above mentioned, and the Targum of Rabbi 
Joseph, edited by Z>. Wilkins, See vol. 1. p. 267. 
. The Rev. Mr. Twells^ to whose Life of Dr: Po^ 
cock I am greatly indebted, concluding his account 
of the Polyglott, speaks in the following terms: 
V And thus, in about four years, was finished the 
English Polyglott Bible, the glory of that age, and of 
the English church and nation ; a work vastly ex* 
ceeding all former attempts of that kind, and that 
came so near perfectioni as to discourage viW future 
fuies."

Cos* 
teVy of Harlem, between 1 440 and 1 450. It is done 
. on forty leaves, and that copy is the most valuable, in 
whicli the leaves are not pasted double, nor the figures 
, pointed, as most in that time were. A fine copy, at 
^Mr« Paris's sale, brought 91. A Ms. copy of this 
book, copied by Le Clabari^ so exactly executed as 
. scarcely to be distinguished from the original, sold at 
the same sale for fourteen guineas. 
Those who' wish to ornament their library Bibles 
with really valuable and curious cuts, are recom- 
mended to pay attention to the following.

BioN was a native of Smyrna, and flourished under 
Ptolomy Philadelphus, about g88 years before the 
Christian aera. His stile is pure and elegant, and 
he is allowed to have conveyed his mor^ images 
in a more refined and delics^te manner than aiiiy 
other of the pastoral fQcts,^^Moschus was bom at 
Syracuse, and~was one of the disciples of Biot^ 
Suidas says he was Professor of Grammar at Syra- 
cuse. Some critics have formerly asserted, th^t 
Moschus and Theocritus were the same person ; 
but they are sufficiently confuted by a passage in 
the Elegy, where Moschus introduces Theocritus 
bewailing the same misfortune, in another coun^ 
try, which he was lamenting in Italy. Moschus 
is not so refined as Bion, and Jess rustic than Theo- 
critus. Longepierre assigns him a middle rstnk

John Boccacio was born at Certaldo in Tuscany, in 
1313.

He was soon found unfit for commercial 
life, and began to study the law ; but his taste for 
poetry led him to abandon this also, and he 
became a disciple of the famous Petrarch, He 
died through excessive application at Certaldo, in 
J 375, aged 62 years.

Samuel Bochart^ or Bochard^ was born at Rouen 
in Normandy, in 1599. He was a protestant, and 
for many years pastor of the protestant church in 
Caen, where he was also tutor to the famous Went- 
worth Dillon, earl of Roscommon. He had a re- 
markable aptitude for learning languages. He gained 
a veiy extensive knowledge of Hebrew, Chaldee, 
Syriac, ^Etliioplc, and Arabic. His works bear suf-

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£cient proofs of his acquaintance with these tongues, 
though Mr. Richardson has pretended to doubt his 
knowledge of the Arabic ! which is enough to excite 
the honest indignation of every man who is ac- 
quainted with the works of this veteran in literature* 
He died suddenly in the academy at Caen, May 16, 
1667, while delivering his opinion concerning an 
ancient coin. He seems to have died of an angina 
pectoris. He spoke these words only after his sei- 
zure, mi Deusy miserere meil His works contain 
a treasury of profound learning and sacred criticism*

Under God, Great Britain owes to this 
king, its Navy^ Tnal by Jury, and the University of 
Oxford: for which blessings may the inhabitants be 
duly grateful ! He is author of several works, most , 
of which still remain in manmcripL It would add 
to the honour of that monarchy who sits on the same 
throne, and most resembles him in social virtues, to 
order a complete Edition of bis works ; and the uni- 
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versity of Oxford should be forward to promote the 
fame of its royal founder^ with whose honour it$, 
own is so intimately connected.

Boethius (or Boetius) Flavius Aniciue^ Manlius Tor- 
quatus Severinus, was descended from tiie Anicii 
and Torquati^ two of the noblest families in Rome. 
The exact year of his birth cannot be easily 
fletennined. He was consul in 487, without a 
colleague, and again in 510, in conjunction with 
Flavius Eutharicus. Theodoric^ the Goth, hav- 
mg^murdered Odoacer^ became king of Italy, and 
made Boethius his minister. His great abilities 

. ind integrity in the discharge of his office excited 
the envy and malice of the wortliless and the 
w^iCked ; the consequence was, he was denounced 
as an enemy to tlie state, and the senate, witli- 
out giving him a. hearing, condemned him to 
death. The king, however, thought this breach 
of justice too flagrant, and changed the sentence 
into banishment. He was accordingly exiled to 

. Paviuy and there imprisoned. About six months 
after, it pleased this barbarous king to order his 
head to be cut off, which took place about A. D. 

. 525» His tomb is said to be still to be seen in St, 
Peter's churcl^in Pavia. It was during his impri^ 
sonment that he wrote his celebrated book de Con^ 

* relatione Philosophise^ which has been highly es- 

- teemed in all ages. This treatise was so highly 
esteemed by Alfred the Great that he translated 

.it into the SaxQn tongue, (see p. 34.)^r-Queen Eli- 
zabeth, during the time she was confined by her 
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sister Maxff read this work frequently, and is said 
to have translated it into very elegant English. 
Both as a poet and a prose writer, Boetius is held 
in great esteem among the learned. He was 
well skilled in the arts and sciences, and in ele- 
gance of stile is gieatly superior to all the writers of 
the two preceding centuries. With the death of 
Boethius, the pui-ity of the Latin tongue may be 
said to have ceased in the western world.

(who was then alive) his mother changed his name 
to Borutventure. He entered among the Minor 
Friars in 11243, and was so amiable in all his tern, 
pers, and upright in, all his deportment, that Alex« 
ander de Hales, who wisittspteceptor^ saidi '^ Ces* 
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tainly the sin of Adam has never been transfuse J 
into Bonavcnturc." Clement IV. offered him the 
archbishopric of York in 1260, but he refused it. 
•Pope OregoryX. made him a cardinal in 1273. 
When the hat was brought to him^ he was found in 
the humble service of washing the dishes and plates 
in his cloister. He finished his work without a 
blush, and then received this ensign ef honour with 
a trembling hand, expressing his regret at being 
obliged to abandon a line of life which was so per* 
fectly agreeable to him. He died at the council of 
iLyons in 1274, and was canonized by pope Sixtus 
IV. in 1482. He is ranked among the Doctors of 
the Romish church.

Bonfadius was born at Salo in Italy, and was se« 
ctetary to several cardinals. He was employed by 
the republic of Genoa to write the above history.

A cabal was raised against him, and 
he was at last condemned to be burnt alive ; but at 
the intercession of his friends, the sentence was 
changed to decapitation^ and he was beheaded ac- 
cordingly in 1561.

Boniface^ whose na^ie was Benedict Cajeiarif 
was created cardinal in 1281, and having persuadeS 
Celestin to abdicate the popedom in 1294, he raised 
himself to the papal throne. He was a fierce, tur- 
bulent, and tyrannical prince. He assumed the go* 
vemment of the world, and said, in a bull wliich be 
published against Philip the Fair, king of France, that 
God had established him over kings and kingdoms. 
Philip caused this bull to be burned at Paris, and 
Boniface avenged himse}f byth/e coijstitation, Unam 
Sanctam^ iv\. whiph he subjected the teinpor^l fo tho 
spirituaji power. He founded his pretensions on the 
following arguments : " When Christ was about 
to suffer, he asked of his disciples two swords. Noav 
thpse two swords arp manifestly the two powers by 
whJch the world is governed, tl^e sacerdotal and im- 
perial. These two s\vords are still in the hands of 
the apostles, for Christ said to Peter, Put thy sword 
into Its slieath : i. e. It belongs to thee. — God in thp 
beginning created two great lights : the greater li;^ 
minary, the sun, means the priesthood, whicb^ like 




"•The sun, shiites with its own light; the lesser lumi- 
nary, the moony means th« imperial power, which 
shines only by a borrowed light from the sacerdotal 
power, as the moon shines by a light borrowed from 
the sun." These arguments were thought by most 
of the doctors, and several of the princes, to be con- 
elusive ! After a troublesome reign of nine years, 
this fierce pontiff died of a broken heart at Rome, 
A. D. 1S03.

He travelled through Tburingia, Hesse, 
Friseland, and Saxony, and converted multitudes of 
idolaters. He was then brought to Rome, and con- 
secrated bishop, and sent back again into Germany, 
At this time almost all Bavaria received the Gospel 
under his preaching. Gregory III. sent him the paU 
//um and title oi Archbishops with authority to erect 
bishoprics in the newly- converted countiies. He 
was at last murdered by the Pagans, A. D. 754. 
His works, which consist of Letters and Sfirmons^ 
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^are notliing but the zeal and pietf of the author to 
recommend them.

Saint Bruna was at first a monk of Soleria, in the 
diocese of ^ sty and hence called A^tiensis. He dis*- 
tinguished himself at the council of Rome in 1079, 
against Berenger ; and was consecrated Bishop of 
Segni by Gregory VH. He died A. B. 1125; 
He IS reputed to have written with more elegance, 
clearness, and erudition, than most authors of his 
time. He is reckoned* among the Fathers of the 
Church.^

This Bruno was bom at Cologne in 1051, and 
was founder of the Carthusian order of monks, 
which still subsists.

Asiiensis. The cause of his betaking himself to the 
desart is said to have been the following : The bodj* 
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of Raimoni Diocre a canon of notre Dame (who 
was supposed to have died in the faith) was brought 
into his church while the office for the dead was per- 
forming: when these words in the fourth lesson of 
that office were read, Responde niihiy &c. #Diocre 
lifted up his head out of the coffin, and cried out, at 
three different times, Justo Dei judicio accusatus 
spLin—judicatus sum — condemnatus sum, Bruno, 
who stood by, supposing salvation impossible with- 
out a seclusion from the world, immediateiy de- 
paited into the desart, and there formed the above 
order. The edition just now mentioned, which is ex- . 
trcmely scarce, has this story represented, curiously 
cut in wood. The story however is now generally 
xliscredited by the Catholics.

Jordanus Brunus^ or Giordano BrunU was bom 
at Nole, in the kingdom of Naples* He was at 
first a Dominican, then went to Geneva and turned 
Calvinist, afterwards came to London, and wrote 
against all religions in his famous piece entitled Spa^ 
iio della Bestia triomfantey " the expulsion of the 
triumphing Beast." At the end of this is found ano* 
ther, La cena delle ceneriy *' Ash- Wednesday's Sup- 
per." He maintained the doctrine of tlie plurality 
of worlds ; and ftiat they are all intellectual animals, 
with vegetable and rational individuals. Leaving 
London, he went to Wittemberg, eiiibraced Luthe- 
ranism, and got liberty to teach his philosophy pub* 
licly. Here he made himself so many enemies, 
thareTie was obliged to decamp ; and, he desperately 
determined to revisit his native country. On his re- 
turn, he soon fell into the hands of those vicegerents 
of Satan, the inquisitors, who burnt him alive, Feb. 
17th, 1600. Besides his Latin works, he wrote se* 
veral things in Italiaui all of which are scarce.

John Michael Brutus^ or Bruiij was born at Ve^ 
nice in 1515, and died in Transylvania, in 159%, 
He was historiographer to Stephen Baiiori king of 
Portugal, to RodolpheW. emperor of Germany, and 
to his successor Maximilian. His histoiy of Florence 
is a valuable performance, the preface of which is 
allowed, by adequate judges, to be a master-piece of 
elegance, critical judgment, and energy. His his- 
tory of Florence is brought down to the death of 
Laurence of Medicis in 1494. In this work he un- 
dertakes to contradict Paid Jove j the avowed parti- 
san of the house oi Medicis ^ on which account, the 
grand dukes of Tuscany caused the work to be so 
completely suppressed, that scarcely a copy is ever 
to be met with.

His enemies having accused him of 
impiety, he was seized, vi et arviis, and confined in 
a convent, to teach him the Christian religion !

William Budaus, or Sudi, was born in.PanSt 
A. D. 1 461. Having spent iite principal part of his 
youth in dissipation, he began at last to jentertain $, 
love for literature, and nfiade such progress in his 
studies, that he became as perfectly acquainted with 
&e Lafin Uhd Greek lan^ua^s, as he ^as with his 
mother tongue. He Wa^ so indefatigable at his stup 
dies, that even on his W6dding day he spent three 
hours athis books. In 1522 he published his excelloit 
Treatise de Assty a work which not only acquired 
him great celebrity during his life, but immortalized 
his mi^mory^ Erasmus called him, the Prodigy of 
France, He bad seven sons and four daughters^ 
€ducat^ by hinftsetf and wife. She waS one of those 
rare women, who wbilst they sedulomiy attend to do^ 
mestic concerns, take every opportunity to cultivate 
iheir own minds. She was his frequent companion 
in his studies, brought him the books he required 
at his desk, sought out and collected the passages 
he wanted ; and did this without neglecting her do^ 
mestic avocations. He was Sometimes so absorbed 
in study as even to neglect his own safety. Being 
one day informed, while in his library, Jthat his house 
ifdi on fire, he coolly said, " Tell my wife of it, 

H^ 
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for I never meddle with domestic aiSFairs." This 
learned man died at Paiis, Aug. 23, 1540| aged 73 
years.

He soon acquired great 
reputation, and Pius II. raised him to the bishopric 
of Crotona, and afterwards to that of Ceramo. This ^ 
pontiff, and Sixtus IV. employed him in affairs of 
great intricacy and importance ; but at last he lost ^ 
the good graces of Sixtus, who banished him firom 
all the ecclesiastical territories. His disgrace is at- 
tributed to a letter which he wrote to Sixtus in the .

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behalf of &e inhabitants of CItta di CasteIlo»^ then 
besieged by the papal troops. " What is all this/' 
says he, ** but a barbaiity worthy of the Tuiks, and 
disgraceful to the christian and sacerdotal charac- 
ter ?'* He died at Syenna In 14'77. — ^Campanus was 
a< facetious, learned, and eloquent man. He signa* 
lized himself by his eloquence at the diet of Ratis- 
bon. Concerning his return to Italy from that diet, 
we have the following roecdote in the Noufoeau 
Dictum* hzstoriguef which, as it marks both his wii 
and eloguence^ it should not be passed by ; yet the

Cantacuzenus probably fear- 
ing that it was not solid, threw olFthe imperial purple 
in the presence of the whole court, and clothed him- 
self in a monk*s^ habit.

Jerom Cardan^ the eccentric author of all these 
works, was born at Pavia in 1501. His mother, who 
had not acquired the fruit of her womb in a legal 
way, endeavoured to the uttermost of her power to 
destroy it by drugs and drinks. In spite of her 
wicked exertions Cardan was at last brought forth by 
the Cassarean operation, as the motlier could not be 
otherwise delivered of her burden. He was born 
with his head covered with black curled hair. He 
was a most extraordinary character. He professed 
to have a familiar spirit, which emanated partly from 
Saturn, and partly from Mars, and which was his 
constant attendant and director. He cultivated Phi- 
losophy, Medicine, Mathematics, Astronomy, As- 
trology, Necromancy, &c. He said that the stars 
portended that he should not reach 75 years of age, 
and to keep his prediction in countenance, and se- 
cure tlie credit of Astrology, he actually starved 
himself to death before that period.

of France, and the first emperor of the West. He 
was son of Pepin the Short, and Ber trade, bom in 
the castle of Saltzbourg in Upper Bavaria^ about the 
ftai 742. On the death of his brother Cariotnan, 
in 771, he was crowned king of France, and in Soa 
he was crowned Emperor of the West, in Rome, 
by Leo III. He was considered the greatest and 
^ost Christian king that ever flourished in the West* 
His character however has been branded with cru>> 
dtj, and 410 wonder, when we find he cut off the 
heads of 4500 Saxons, tlie principal partizans ofJVi* 
iikindf who had revolted from him. He was how- 
ever a favourer of religion, and an eacourager of lite- 
rature. He knew how to bestow bishoprics, and how 
to make soldiers: he was ready to correct mistakes, 
when he found he had not made a proper discrimi** 
nation of character ; the following is proof in point: 
A young ecclesiastic applied to him for a bishopric,, 
and was successful^ On leaving the Emperor, his 
horse was brought to him ; elated with his success, 
being in the hey-day of life, he vaulted with so 
much agility into his saddle, that he had like to have 
skipped over his palfrey. Tlie emperor, who saw . 
this through a window, sent for the young bishop 
immediately to his presence : " You spe" said he, * 
<^ that I find it a very difficult thing to get good 
troops of Cavalry. As you appear to be an excel* 
lent horseman^ I wish to retain ^ou in my service. 
I have no doubt but you will answer my exp^tation^ 
^nd make a better Knight than d Bi^hop^^ He 
died in 8 14, aged 71 years.

He returned to Spain, and presented a memorial on 
this head to Charles V. but it was without sue* 
cess, though the emperor made very severe ordi- 
nances against those inhuman governors. His work 
concerning the destruction of the Indians has been 
translated into several languages, and contains a va- 
riety of details, which make humanity shudder.— 
J)e las Casas died at Madiid in 1566| aged 92

Aurelius Magnus Cassmhrus was bom in Cala- 
bria of an illustrious famity, was prime minister <if 
Theodoric, and consulin 514. In 542 he retired 
from public affairs, and built a monastery, which be 
took care to provide, not only with the xiecessanes^ 
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but also with the conreniences, and even the elegan- 
ces of life: such as fish-ponds, baths, fountains, sun^- 
^als, &c. with an extenrive and valuable library. His 
monastery was merely of a litei'ary kind, in which the 
employment of the monks was to copy mss. Those 
who were not good scribes he employed in agricoiture 
and gardening, which he directed them to conduct 
on scientific principles. Cassiodorus was a kind of 
philosopliic Christian. He died in 562, between 
90 and 100 years of age. 

Cassius (Fseudo.) — Cassius was one of the mur- 
derers of Caesar, and was celebrated as a man of 
k^tters by Horace and Pliny. The following poem 
is attributed to him, but the learned suppose it was 
written by Achilles StaiiuSy who is the first Ihat 
mentioned it: often reprinted.

Marcus Porcius Caio^ the elder^ caBed also (he 
Censor^ was one of the greatest men in heathen an- 
tiquity. He was born at Tivoli, in the year of Rome 
5 1 9, 232 years before the Christian aera He served, 
when 17 years old, in the second Punic war, under 
Fabius Maximus. At the persuasion of Valerius 
FJaccus, he left his native place, and came to Rome, 
where his merit raised him to a variety of important 
offices* He was, first, tribune of the soldiers in Si- 
cily : next prsetor, in Sardinia, which he subjugated to 
the Roman government. It was in this island that 
he was taught Greek by EnniuSy though he was then 
advanced in years. Afterwards he was made eoir* 
sul, with his friend Flaccus. The situation in whick 
the Roman interest was in Spain, requiring a person of 
Cato's knowledge and experience, he was sent thithei) 
and in a short time subjected above 400 places. He 
was last elected censor, and succeeded in reforming 
the profligate manners of the Romans. Notwith> 
standing the severity of his administration, and the 
envy of some of the great, the Romans erected a 
statue to his memory, in the Temple of Health, 
with this inscription, *' To the honour of Caio, who 
has reforrfied the mannei^s of the Republic.^* He 
laid taxes upon all kihds of luxuries ; dress, house- 
hold furniture, women's toilets, chariots, slaves, and 
equipage \ all which he taxed at three per cent, of 
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lUeir value. He^was a decl^r^d enemy io women, 
skv4 got the Romans to p^iss a law, which excluded 
iar^sses^ He was the occasion of the thjird Punic 
war, and the destruction of Carthage. Bei(ig dis^ 
patched to terminate some business betv^een the 
Carthagiruans and the king; of Numidia, on his re- 
turn, he gave it as liis opinion, that during the proa-^ 
perity aAd existence of Carthage, Rome could not 
be safe. From this tune he never spoke In the sc^* 
Hate on any subjectj^ without concluding with these 
words, Delenda est Carthago : " Carthi^ge must hp 
destroyed." While plotting the means of this de^ 
ttruction, he died, in the year of Rome $05, age4 
85 years. He was a great soldier, an able statesman, 
aa etoquenjt orator, a learned historian, and a scien*

ti£c agriculturalist. He often used to say, *^ That 
lie repented oi three things ; — \X\dX. he had ever spent 
a day without learning something ; that he had ever 
trusted a secret to a woman ; and, that he had ever 
travelled by water, when he might have gone by 
land." He wrote many things, which have not 
reached our times. The piece, De Re Rustica^ is 
all diat can with certainty he attributed to him. He 
was great-grandfather to Cato, the patriot, who slew 
himself at Utica.

Sixties Aurelius Propertius was bom at Moravia^ 
a city of Ombria, now called Bevagna^ ia the dutchy 
iof Spoleta. Hb father, who was a Roman knight, 
was slain by ocder x>f Augustus, because he had. at- 
tached himself to Anthony during the Triumvirate. 
Propertius came to Rome, and his poetical talents 
soon procured him the protection of the emperor ; 
and the esteem of MacenaSy Cofnelius Gallus^ Ovidf 
TibulluSy Bassus, and other wits of that time. There 
jemain only four books of bis Elegies. A Roman 
lady* named Hosiia^ or Jlostilia^ to whom he gave 
the name of Cynthia^ is the subject of his amorous 
complaints. He called himself the Botnan Callu 
machuSy because he endeavoured to imitate that 
Greek poet. He flourished in tlie 34 th year before 
the Christian aera, for in that year he celebrated the 
victory of Actium ; and ' died about 10 years be- 
fore the bii'th of Christ. — Propertius knew well how 
to unite correctness and elegancy of expression, 
with the delicacy and charms of sentiment He 
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cither wrote other pieces besides those we have, or 
there was another poet of the samt name, for FuU 
gen tins cites the following verse from Propertius^ 
which is not found in any of his Elegies :

In several of the above Editions we find the Ele^ 
gies attributed to Cornelius GaliuSy a great captain 
and good poet, born at Frejus in Provence, He 
loved Cj/therisy or Lycoris^ a freed woman of Vo^ 
lurnnius, and celebrated her in bis verses ; but that 
courtezan chose rather to follow Mark Anthony to 
the wars than surrender herself to Gallus. To €om« 
fort him, Virgil wrote his lOth Eclogue. Augus^ 
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tus gave him the government of Egypt, but it is 
said he pillaged it, and conspired against his bene- 
factor. He was then sent into exile, where through 
despair he killed himself, about A. D. 26. The, 
above Fragments, attributed to him, are generally 
thought to have been made by Maximus Etmsciis^ 
who was contemporary with Boethius. Some think 
he is the author of that little poem called Ciris^ found 
among the works attributed to Virgil. .

Count Capitis was bom at Paris in 1692, and died 
in 1765.

Cornelius Celsus was born at Rome, or Verona* 
He came from the Patrician family of Cornelia^ and 
flourished under Augustus^ Tiberius^ and Caligula^ 
about the commencement of the Christian sra.-^ 
He was stiled tlie Hippocrates of the Latins. He 
wrote on Rlietoric, Medicine, Military Tactics, 
and Agriculture,, and seems to have understood ail 
these sciences perfectly. Of the eight books of Cel- 
sus which remain, the four first treat of internal ma- 
ladies; the 5th and 6th, of external; andthe7ti| 
and 8th, of such diseases as come under the cogni- 
zance of the chirurgeon. In this part of his work 
he faithfully exhibits the practice of the Creek i&rw 
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geons. The works of Celsus are very valuable, not 
only because of the purity of the language, but also 
because of the propriety of the precepts. The gram* 
maiian, historian, physician, and antiquarian, will 
find it their interest to consult them. The chinir- 
gical part is allowed, by the best judges, to be exe* 
cuted with great correctness. Mr. Ninin translated 
tlie eight books into French, and published them at 
Paris, 1753, 2 vols. 12mo.

The Romans observed certain days in each month 
as unlucky, which were called Egyptian days. Du- 
randus gives these two verses for knowing them: 

Aiigurlor, Decios, Audita Lumine, Clangor 
Liquit Olens Abies, Coluit Colus, Excute Galium, 

These twelve words agree each to one of the twelve 
months, beginning at Augurior and January. The 
first letter of the first syllable of each word, marks 
such a day in the month it belongs to, as answers to 
the letter's number in the alphabet. The same rule 
holds with respect to the first letter of the second 
syllable, except that you must count so many fi-onx 
the end of the month. Thus in Augurior y A marks 
the first of January, and G marks tlie twenty-fifth, 
or the seventh from the last. H is never to be 
reckoned. 

Censorinus was a learned Grammarian, who fiour 
rlshed in the third century. Besides the above, he 
was author of anotlier work, on the Accents^ oftea 
quoted by Sidonius Apollinarus and Cassiodorus.

John Chrysostofn was born at Antioch, A. D. 
344. He was one of the most eloquent of tho 
Greek fathers, and was perhaps excelled by no (trai- 
tor, sacred or profane. By good judges he has been 
compared with Demosthenes^ and the- bftlaaee-of 
excellence has turned in his favour. Anger copsi* 
ilers him the paragon of Greek orators, and thinks 
tliat Demosthenes himself does not exhibit such elfri 
vation of thought, richness of elocution, abundance 
of figure and imagery, such strength, rapidity, and 
purity of stile, as are eminently conspicuous in the 
writings of this father. He was raised to the see. 
of Constantinople in 398. Ashe began vigocQUsIjr 
to reform tlie abuses tliat had crept into the churcli» 
be excited a number of enemies against himself^ 
and among the rest the vicious empress, Eudoxia,. 
who never ceased till she got him condemned by a 
council of her own creatures, deposed^ andbanisli- 
cd into Bithynia.-^After suficring many bardJ9hip&

for upwards of three years, in a place destitute of the 
necessaries of life, he was ordered to be removed 
to Arabyssa in Armenia; but, through the cruel 
abuse which he received from the soldiers who esr. 
corted him, he died on the way, A. D. 407, aged 
about 60 years. It was from his great eloquence 
that he had the surname of Chrysostomus, that is» 
Goldcn'fnouih.

Marcus Tullius Cicero^ the celebrated Roman. 
Orator, was bom at Arpinum in Italy, the 3d of the ' 
Nones of January, in the year of Rome 647, about . 
106 years before tlie Cbiistian aera. He was bred 
up to the bar, and, at the age of 3 1 , was made SiUUm . 
tor and governor of Sicily, where he behaved him* 
self so welly that he gained the love and admiratioii- 
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of all the Sicilians. At his returd, in his 37th year, 
he Was made Aidile^ afterwards Pr^ior^ and lastly 
First Consul \ in the discharge of which important 
office, he acquitted himself as . a gtnuine patriot 
should do ; and his grateful fellow-citizens^ becaus^ 
be deserved it, gave him the glorious character of 
PATEk Patri^, th€ Father of his Cotmtfy.-^. 
When Rome fell ioto tlie bands of the Triunmrif 
Mark Anthonyi whose bad designs Cicero had ofie^ 
detected, and against whom he had pronounced 1m9 
PhUippies^ hired some assassins to murder him. Oil 
being informed of this-i Cicero left his Tusculaa yilli^ 
and set forward to tjie sea side ; where finding, a 
vessel ready, he set sail, but the wind proviofg^ con* 
trary, he was obliged to kMid-<-he put ta sea ag»a 
with no better success, and once naorOilanded-r-pii 
his third attempt to regain the vessel he was ovec* 
taken by the assafsinff, at the head of whos^ was 
Popilius LemUy whose life Ciceror fi^naerly defended 
and saved. His servanti prepared loi dofead their 
master's lile at the hoaard of their own*; .-but Ciceia 
commanded .them to set him dow% and make nq 
resistadce. The aasaa^na cut 0ff hia head aod 
bands» and carried <hen to tbeb savi^ ^o^Iayei , 
who ordered the k^ad to be fiiced open the Mstra 
betweea the two hands— a aiid spectacle jU> the cit/t 
whkbr diew team from every eyp ^ (Tbia barbiqous 
csdiil^itioii ia "i^FeU lepKsraCfcd »4he firaofispiece; of 
tW LmdoU Edhioni ctf the Opefu^ li^K) Falvju^ tha 
wife of AflllMmy, as vindidive as her iofiua^ fans*

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this noble orator with her golden bodkin ! Thus fell 
ClcerOy in the 63d or 64th year of his age, about 
43 years before the Christian sera. Quintilian's 
character of him concludes thus: ** Hunc ei^go spec^ 
temus : hoc propositum nobis sit exemplum. Ille sc 
profecisse sciaty cui Cicero valde placebiV^ Inst. 
Orat. lib. x. cap. I. Bayle thinks his Epistles Yns 
best performances. His work De Officiis may be 
properly termed the Heathen Whole Duty of Man. 
It is an excellent piece, and even a Christian can- 
not read it without advantage. As an orator, he is 
thus characterized by Dr. Blair : ^' In all his orations 
his art is conspicuous. ■ He begins commonly with 
a regular exordium ; and with much address prepos- 
sesses the hearers, and studies to gain their afiec- 
tions. His method is clear, and his arguments are 
Arranged with exact propriety. In a superior clear-, 
fiess of method j he has an advantage over Demos^ 
ihenes. Every thing appears in its proper place. 
He never tries to move tiU he has attempted to con* 
yince ; and in n^oving, particularly the softer pas« 
sions, lie is highly successful. No one ever knew 
the* force of words better than Cicero. • He rolls 
them along with the greatest beauty and magnifi« 
cence ; ^nd in .the structure of his sentences is emi- 
nently curious and exact. He is always full and 
flowing, never abrupt 'He amplifies every»; thing; 
yet though his manner is generally diffuse^ itiis of- 
ten happily varied add acconiniodated to the subject* 
When an imjportant public object roused his mind^ 
and demandediiidigiuition and force, he departs coii>* 
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siderably from that loose and declamatory manner 
to which he at other times is addicted, and becomes 
very forcible and vehement. This great orator,, 
however, b not without his defects. In most of his 
orations there is too much art. even carried to a de« 
gree of ostentation. He seems often desirous of ob- 
taining admiration, rather than of operating convic- 
tion. He is sometimes, therefore, showy rather 
tlian solid, and diffuse where he ought to have been 
urgent His sentences are always round and, sono- 
rous. .They cannot be accused of monotony, since 
they possess variety of cadence ; but. from too great 
a fondness for magnificence, he is on some occasions 
deficient in strength. Though the services \vhich 
he had performed to his country were very^conside- 
ruble, yet he is too much his own paiiegyrist. An« 
cient manners, which imposed fewer restraints oa 
the side of decorum, may in some degree excuse, 
but cannot entirely justify his vanity.*'

Clement V. named Bcrtrand de Gousty was borti 
at Yillaudran in the diocese of Boutdeaux, and was 
constituted aichbishop of that church in 1300: and 
pope in 1305. He established the papal court at 
Avignon, because, says Father Brumoyy he could 
not bear to be separated from the Countess de Peri^ 
gord^ daughter of tlie Count de IHx^ with whom he 
was desperately in love. He lived and died a scandal 
to the churcli and sacerdotal character.-^His end was 
at Roquemaure near Avignon, April 20, 1314.

John le Clerc was born at Geneva in 1657. Re

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stroke in 1728, while lecturing to bis pupils, which 
deprived him of his speech, and reduced him to a 
state of idiocy, from wliich he never recovered.— 
During this melancholy state he amused himself in 
his study in reading, writing, and con-ecting his 
works, which, when he thought he had completed, he 
would send to the printer. These heaps of confu^ 
sion were of couise committed to tlie fire, and the au«* 
thor seemed to feel much pleasure from the idea 
that he was serving the republic of letters as for- 
merly. This learned man died in 173&, at the coo* 
elusion of the 79tli year of his age.

Dutch, Italian, Hungarian, Polish, and Bohenuan.

He wa% 
still the same man, spending his time, not in acts of , 
piety or learning, but in buffoonery, and lampoon* 
ing the monks. He died in 1544,. at his priory of 
St. Croix de Compesio, near Passano, aged 51 years.

Besides this woik, Dn 
Owen published, in llSSy Xenophon's Memorable, 
liay left unfinished by Dr. £. Edwards of Oxford, 
9nd contributed very liberally to Bowyer's Conjee^ 
tares on the New Testament^ a copy of which, pi^ 
pared for a new Edition^ he is said to have left to b& 
hereaAer published.

Origin of the Delphin Classics* 
These useful commentaries were begun at the in- 
stigation of Char, de St Maure^ duke of Mcntans- 
sier, for the use of the Dauphin of France. The' 
celebrated minister Colbert seconded the plan, and 
opened the royal treasury to reward scholars for their 
labour in adding explanatory notes and indexes toth<^' 
best classics. The superintendence of the plan was 
given toH uet bishop of Avranches, who was joint tutor 
to the Dauphin with Bossuet. Their first intention 
was to include forty authors in this series of Editions^ * 
and to employ the same number of able persons td* 
collect and arrange the various parts of learning lie- ' 
cessary to complete this purpose. But they werie/ 
obliged to be satisfied with persons of vei*y unequal 
capacities and talents ; and the copious incorporated* 
index of all these authors, which would have been a 
complete body of the Latin tongue, and would have^ 
exhibited at one view with certainty, the origin, age, 
usage, signification, state, duration, decline, and tofa^- 
extinction of each word, was obliged to be declined. 
The Latin language had not hitherto received so sub* 
stantial an help, or so solid a security from ignorance^ 
and barbarity, as this measure would hav^ insured tf-

Huei gives the following reasons for the partial 
miscarriage of this work* " Nonnulli vell«Yius quaifl 
putabam dncti literis, vel icnpatientis laboris, qu^m 
mihi commoverunt expectationem siii fefellerunt.*^ 
The publication of this Collection began in 1674, 
in which year Floras was edited by Madam Dacier^ 
and Sallusi by Daniel Crispin. The last author in 
the collection wt^^Ausonius^ printed in 1730, widi the 
notes, &c. of Souchay. This collection, in the li« 
brary of the celebrated Mirabeau^ consisted of 64 
volumes, Danet's Dictionary of Antiquities haying 
been added, and was sold in 1792^ for 3250 livres.— -^ 
The best edited works in this' collection are Pliny 
by Hardouin; Cicero's Orations by Charles de Me-- 
rouville; TitiisLivius by Doujat; Virgil hj La Rue ; 
and Quintus Curdus by Le Tellier.

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By Books cum Noiis Variorwny is to be under- 
stood certain Editions of ancient and modem authors, 
particularly Classics^ with the notes and illustrations 
of a great number of commentators. The origin oi 
these Editions cannot be traced witli the same cer« 
tainty as that of the authors in usum Delphini. It 
is very probable, that the first PobfgloH Bibles y where 
the difierent Versions and Translations were observ- 
ed to cast considerable light on the original Texts, 
might have given rise to the idea of the usefulness 
of editing an ancient and obscure author with notes 
. ^elected from Editions previously published. 

The first 4to. Edition cum Noiis Variorum in the 
Collection, p. 270, is Theocritus cum Schotiisy a Dan. 
Heinsioy Gr. ct Lat. printed by Commeliny 1604;

It has often been observed thai the Pim^ 
crum Editions given by Graviusuxe the most eovrcctr 
and the most valoable, because he has eolkcted 4 
number of commentators which he has given entire,, 
and not in fragments like Sckrevdius^ who I|aa ^e? 
quitted himself in this business without taste ot^ dis- 
cernment, often takbig the worst and toivieg the 
best A set of the Quarto Fariarunh consisliog of 
122 volumes, has been sold for 100 guinea*; and 4 
set of the Octavo, 129 vols, for 140L A cQSQplfte 
set is scarcely ever to be met with.

Tliis excellent Collection of Greek and Roman 
Classics, by the Typographic Society of Dcuxponts^ 
(citizen Exter and his associates) was begun in 1779. 
They continued their important work till 1793, 
when the late horrid war obliged them to suspend 
their literary labours.

TelcsUla was an illustrious woman of Argos, 
who flourished 557 years before the Christian sera. 
When Argos was besieged by Cieomencs, king of 
Sparta, she caused all the women to be armed, and 
placed on the ramparts to resist the enemy. The 
Spartans, considering tliat it would be equally shame- 
ful to conquer such combatants, or to be conquered 
by them, immediately raised the siege. The frag- 
ments which remain of this noble Grecian lady, are 
allowed to possess considerable merit. 

Corimxa^ surnamed the Lyric Muse^ was contem* 
porary with Pindar, with whom she hsidjhe poeti- 
cal contests, in each of which the judges decided in 
her favour. The fragments which remain of this 
lady give us no favourable opinion of the impartia* 
lity of the judges, who gave her the palm at the ex- 
pence of the prince of lyric poets. She is supposed 
to owe her success more to her beauty than to her. 
merit, 

' Erinna was contemporary with the , celebrated 
Sapho* Of her history little is known. 

Myrtis flourished about 500 years before tho 
Christian s^ra. She taught the rules of ver-sification 
to the famous CorinnUf the rival of Pipd^, who 
himself is reported to have received instructions

Praxilla^ a lady of Sycion, who flourished about 
490 years before the Christian aera. She is said to 
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have invented a species of verse which was called 
Praxiknian^ after her name.
